ASSAULT 


MAN CLAIMS HE WAS 
THROWN OVER CLIFF

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
A JURY.) 


Thomas Heelan, a publican and farmer, of 
Inniscarra, County Cork, brought an action 
against: Eugene O’Brien, junior, of Bally- 
sheely, Clogheen, Blarney road, County Cork, 
and his brother, Patrick O’Brien, of Gar- 
ravagh, Inniscarra, both farmers, for damages 
for alleged assault. coe 

The plaintiff, in his statement of claim, 
stated that on the 12th August, 1933, the de- 
fendants assaulted him when he was on the 
Jands of their father, and afterwards threw 
him over a cliff on his own land. He fell a 
distance of some forty feet, and suffered 
severe injuries to his head, injuries to his 
left hip and left side, and injuries to the 
teeth. 

The defencé was a denial of the alleged 
assault, and a plea that, if the defendants 


did assault the plaintiff, they were removing | 


him from the lands, on which he was tres- 
passing, and used no more force than was 
necessary. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr. J. J. 
Kavanagh (instructed by Messrs. J. ‘Travers 
Wolfe and Co.) appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. E. Wood, K.C., and Mr, W. 
O’B. Fitzgerald (instructed by Messrs. M. 
J. Horgan and Sons) for the defendants. 

Opening the case for the plaintiff, Mr. 
FitzGerald said that Mr. Heelan had, since 
1920, been the proprietor of the licensed house, 
the source of the water supply to which was 
a spring on the lands of the defendants’ 
father. On the 12th August, 1933, Mr. 
Heelan found that the supply of water to his 
premises nad stopped, and went to see what 
was depriving him of it. (He found a 
conduit pipe broken, and, while looking to 
see if he could repair it, he was ordered off 
the land by Patrick O’Brien. Mr. Heelan 
sent a message to the Civic Guard station, 
and later in the day returned with a Civic 
Guard. Both were ordered off the land, and, 
as they were going, Patrick rushed at Mr. 
Heelan, but was caught by the Guard. He 
got away, however, and the defendants frog- 
marched the plaintiff to the boundary fence, 
and threw him over the cliff. 

Kvidence having been given for the plain- 
tiff, 

Mr. Wood, for the defendants, contended 
that the plaintiff had exaggerated his. in- 
juries, and that from the time when he came 
into occupation of the premises‘ he had been 
guilty of gross irritation to the O’Briens. 
This was a matter that the jury should take 
into consideration when they came to assess 
the damages. There was no action in con- 
nection with the alleged damage to the 
water supply, and it was strange that the 
action for assault was not brought for fifteen 
months after the occurrence, As _ fegards 
Eugene, counsel asked that the case against 
him be dismissed, as, on the plaintiff's own 
evidence, he had done him no injury on the 
occasion. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

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Che Pepper Problem 


What name in the history of painting 
calls up more exquisite images than that 
$ of El Greco, the artist who depicted the 
“ pride and splendour of old Spain? The real 
is name of this greatest of Spanish masters 
was Domenikos Theotoképoulos; for his 
origin, as the name by which his work is 
known indicates, was Greek. The precise 
place of his birth was not decided until 
recently. I see that the Spanish news- 
papers are excited by tidings from Greece, 
by which it appears that El Greco came 
from a little place named Phodele, on the 
north coast of Crete. The Turkish authori- 
ties in Crete blotted out many records of 
the native, Christian families, but certain 
large ruins at Phodele have been shown to- 
have been a house that belonged to a 
feudal family of the painter’s name. It is 
thought almost certain that El Greco was 
born in this dwelling. 


“I Profesor Walter Starkey’’ 


Talking of Spain, I wonder how the 
author of “ Raggle-Taggle ’’ will like the 
description of himself which I find in a 
Spanish review of the American edition of 
his books. ' Walter Starkey is known 
well in many of the intellectual centres of 
Spain. He is an Irishman, Professor of 
Spanish in the University of Dublin, and a 
creat scholar and lover of Spanish letters ; 
but, above all, he is an authentic Celt, a 
man of restless soul, an adventurous 
spirit; he is devoted to the ge and 
surprises of a wanderer’s life. He reminds 
us of his compatriots, Brendan and Colum- 
banus, and of those monks who in ancient 
time put forth on the vast ocean tn, little 
boats, or roved through the Merovingian , 
empire, chanting their psalms. 108C 
monks of old used to carry harps inherited 
from Ossian and the bards. This late 
brother of theirs travels with his insepar- 
able violin, which cheered the dreams of 
his youth, was his companion in the 
trenches in the Great War, and was 
carried by him among the Redskins of the 
United States, through the forests of 
Central America, ‘over the Argentine 
pampas and the plains of the Danubian 
lands, as well as in villages, monasteries 
and cities of the Spanish provinces,’’ 


Pepper 

“he recent attempt to raise the price 
of pepper, which has ended so disastrously 
for some of the firms concerned, reminds 
me (writes a correspondent) that this 
condiment was at one time worth far more 
than its: weight in. gold. During the 
thirteenth century a few pounds of pepper 
was considered a priacely present, which 
only monarchs or people of great wealth 
could afford to bestow on each other. The 
ancients used it as a medicine, but some- 
times made the mistake of taking too 
much, with unpleasant results. The 
common, or black pepper, plant is a 
native of the East Indies, and grows fruit 
about the size of peas. When the berries 
become red they are gathered and spread 
on mats to dry in the sun, which turns 
them black. The wrinkled skin of the 
berries become black pepper, while the 
seeds provide the much less pungent white

variety. It is a curious fact that natives 
of hot climates can consume quantities 
of black pepper such as could not be 


aitempted by Europeans without incurring 
serious inj=ry. Anglo-Indians, who have 
spent long periods in the East, also 
become accustomed to curries, the first 
' mouthful of which would sear the palate 
of any Western gourmet 


Che Spice of the Empire 


Jt is difficult to realise nowadays the 
tremendous demand which existed four or 
five hundred years ago for any kind of 
spice which would render food more appe- 
tising and attractive, or produce a thirst 
not easily to be quenched. Indeed, this 
desire was by no means. the least of the 
reasons which led the early buccaneers 
towards the ‘‘ Spice Islands’’ in the 
neighbourhood of the great Asian penin- 
sulas, and incidentally laid the founda- 
tions of the British Empire. The very 
word “ spices,’’ derived from the Latin 
species, kinds, came to mean the most 
highly-prized kind of goods, that is to say, 
the aromatic and pungent vegetable sub- 
stances of the East. Pepper, cinnamon, 
cassia, nutmeg, mace, ginger and vanilla, 
were eagerly sought and brought wealth to 
those who were able: to trade in them. 
The celebrated Portuguese navigator, 

: Vasco da Gama, made the eastern passage 
to India by doubling the Cape of Good 
Hope, and cast anchor off Calicut on the 
20th May, 1498. That was the beginning 
of trade with the East Indies; next came 
the Dutch, the English and the French. 
The Portuguese, from Goa to the Celebes, 
were concerned more with conquest than 
with trade; and consequently did not make 
much headway, but the other three nations 
soon formed. East Indian Trading Com- 
panies. Eventually, the English organisa- 
tion, familiarly known as “John Com- 
pany,’’ came virtually to rule the Indian 
peninsula and the valuable “ Spice 
Islands.” The most important of all 
Spices Is pepper, and there is no doubt 
| that the pursuit of this condiment formed 
Rick { one of the principal motives which led to 
i the activities of European traders and the 


ultimate domination of England in the 
East Indies. 
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Criticism. 
NCusic-Halls 


The music-hall has fallen on evil days, 


and the numerous comedians and other 
‘performers who used to earn large salaries 


“are now being forced either to join travel- 


ling shows or to become “ extra turns "’ at 
cinemas. The pendulum is swinging full 


circle, since it. was originally the trayelling | 


show which settled in some place where it 
had acquired a reputation and develope 
inte the music-hall. In the city of Dublin 
the earliest and most famous of these was 
a booth erected in Fownes’s street, between 
Dame street and Temple Bar, by Madame 
Violante about 1729. Here the celebrated 
English gladiator, Mr. Figs, gave exhibi- 
tions of fencing with the broadsword and 
the rapier. Whenever his shirt was torn in 
an encounter, which happened frequently, 
he appealed to the audience to replace the 
damaged garment, so that he acquired a 
large number of shirts, from the sale of 
which he was able to supplement his earn- 
ings, as it Was not considered sporting for 
those who had lent them to take them 
back. Here also Isaac Sparks, the 
comedian, and the famous Peg poe “un 
made their first appearance. In 1751 
Madame ‘Violante removed to George's 
lane, and afterwards let her theatre for a 
eriod to John Barrington and Miss 
fackay for £3 a week, “ no great sum,” 
as she remarked at the time, ' but as 
much as they could afford.”” Eventually 
the ‘management of Smock Alley became 
jealous of the new music-hall, and appealed 
to the Lord Mayor, who closed down the 
house in George’s lane. The Dublin public, 
however, resented this treatment of a fine 
artiste who had given them good value for 
their money, a theatre was found for 
Madame Violante in Rainsford street, 
which, being in the Liberty of Donore, was 
outside the Lord Mayor's jurisdiction. 


Dramatic ; Criticism 130 Years Ago 


I know thaf' all the world over, and 
not least in Dublin, actors and actresses 
often have hard things to say of the 
dramatic critics who report upon their 
performances; but I wonder what my 
friends in the Gate and the Abbey would 
think if they were subjected to criticisms 
of their ~personal appearance and 
idiosyncrasies in the blunt and outspoken 
fashion of writers on the theatre 130 
years ago. 

I was led to ponder on this question by 
an interesting coincidence. A day or two 
ago this paper reported a lecturer on ‘“The 
Dublin Stage in the XVIIIth Century ”’ 
as saying: “ Mrs. Siddons, in all her 
parts, drew raptures from the audience.’ 
A. few hours. after reading that report I 
happened to be glancing though an old 
bound volume of “ Ireland's Mirror, or 
a Chronicle of the Times,” for 1805, which 
I had found on a ‘bookstall on the quays, 
and there I found the critique of a month 
of plays at the Crow Street Theatre. 
Among manv verv frank criticisms was 
this one of Mrs. Siddons as ‘‘ Belvidera ”’ 
in the play “ Venice, Preserved ": “ Mrs. 
Siddons is much increased in her figure 
since she performed here last. We well 
know what a proficient she is in the art 
of statuary, hence she tric! by every effort 
to hide her immense figure; but this only 
made her bulk appear the more con-’ 
spicuous. She positively looked twenty 
vears younger the next night in Lady 
Macbeth.  A narrow black velvet pelice 
(sic), ti¢htened ‘bodice, and large. tur- 
bonic folds of gauze around the top part 
of her arms gave her a most ue 
appearance. Her face looked beautiful : 
but she was a Flemish beauty! 
She indeed spoke Belvidera—and spoke 
it divinely; but.she looked Mrs. Heidel- 
berg.” 

All of which goes to show that then— 
as now—raptures could not be drawn from 
critics quite so easily as from those who 
had paid for their seats and were deter- 
mined to enioy themselves. Or, perhaps, 
critics did have to pay for their seats 
in those days? H they didn’t, I can 
imagine the good lady getting thoroughly 
“temperamental,” and instructing the 
manager to refuse a “ pass ” to the re- 
presentative of ‘‘ Ireland's Mirror” at 
her future appearances. 


Flemish Beauty 


I would like to know what exactly is the 
extent of the sting in the critic’s remark 
about a Flemish beauty. Is he hinting 
with as little delicacy as possible at the 
massive bulk of a certain breed of cart- 
horse? Perhaps, some of my readers can 
tell me if it was a usual, term to apply to 
Junoesque females in those days. Appa- 
rently the “crowd” and “ walk-on” 
plavers in the Crow Street Theatre were 
not quite up to Hilton Edwards's standard 
at the Gate, for reporting on “ Macbeth '' 
the same critic writes: ‘‘.Lady Macbeth is 
one of those characters with which the 
figure of Mrs. Siddons is so perfectly 
accordant ” (her figure seems to have been 
rather an obsession with the poor man)— 
‘that her abilities in the course of its 
performance appear to every advantage. 
The incapacity, or inattention, of the 
figures who sat at the. banquet with her, 
destroyed all her fine acting in that scene ; 
for they sat like so many clowns lapping 
stirabout instead of the Peers an 
Peeresses of Scotland at a royal banquet.”’ 
I can imagine their producer using 
language a good deal stronger than that 
when he told them what they looked like.

FRENCH SOCIETY DEBATE 


The motion: “La literature rejflete la 
Marche de ta Uivilisanon’’ (Literature reflects 
the march of civilisation) was debated in the 
French language by the French Society and 
students of the College in Trinity College, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

Miss Dargan proposed the motion, Dr 
Rudmose Browne being in the chair. 
Guerlet (French Minister) was represented ty 
M. Brieré. About forty people were present. 
Opnosing the motion were—Miss Stewart, Mr. 
brhey and Miss Smith \for Miss: Mills) and 
Mr. Trouselle. 

Beginning the debate, Miss Dargan pointed 
to great men in each age whose work was 
characteristic of it. ‘‘ It is impossible,’ she 
said, “for a man to write without appearing 
in his work. Every writer is essentially a 
man of his time.” 

Miss Stewart, T.C.D., replying, said that 
literature reflected life more directly than any 
other art—its function was to reflect all 
varieties of it. Civilisation,- on the other 
hand, was a series of conquests: made by man 
in his struggle against nature. But. litera- 
ture does not deal with these events, but 
with the soul of man. Our present civilisa- 
tion dates from the fall of the Roman Empire. 


—the reign of Elizabeth—the greatest men of 
English letters lived. Shakespeare was fore- 
most among them. Civilisation had very 
little influence even on great literary works: 
if it had, then all the masterpieces would 
have appeared together, and at that point in 
civilisation when it was at its highest. But 
it was not so. Shakespeare was a sixteenth 
“stair and Goethe an eighteenth century 
poet. 

Miss Mills asked—“ If civilisation is not 
ieflected in literature, in what, then, is it 
reflected’? If we wish to reconstruct the little 
details of ordinary life in a past age, it is to 
literature we must go. General tendencies 
of the age were revealed in this manner. 
Cervantes showed in Don Quixote that the 
kmghts errant were passing. Charles 
Dickens helped to, show the bad condi- 
tions in which the workmen of his time lived. 
Galsworthy wrote of the factory; of the 
Courts of Justice, and doubtless helped 
reform. She quoted the saying that an idea 
cannot succeed unless a poet sings it. 

Mr. Pulley (T.C.D.), taking the reactions 
on one another of one t of civilisation and 
iterature—the French—remarked that literary 
reactions on peop:e speaking French were 
different according te where they lived. Thus, 
u Frenchman born in a village would typify 
different phases of civilisation to a Parisian 
who would embody its essence in himself; yet, 
both could write. 7 
‘Mr. Trourelle stated that we-could follow 
civilisation through its various phases; the 
early chanson of Roland, and the Hundred 
Years’ War: the renaissance, with its greater 
interest in the individual, and, a trenchant 
satire, of which Rabelais waz the master; the 
17th century of the salon and refined manners 
was reflected therem, as shown in works by 
Mme. de Sévigne and Rochefoucaulde,

_In a large hospital, he said, it was more 
likely that there would be a staff specially 
trained and experienced in the diagnosis and 
treatment of infectious diseases, a matter of 
great importance in the possible development 
of unusual epidemics. 

Mr. Rollins complained that there was not 
adequate NEE or N-TROR in Dublin tor fever 
cases. There was money coming into the 
country for the sweepstakes for hospi-als, and 
they should havo plenty of accommodation. 
The Government and the directors of the 
‘sweeps "" were getting a big share of the 
proceeds of the sweepstakes. The sick poor 
i Dublin hospitals were getting margarine, 
while good butter was being sent ont of the 
country to be sold to John Bull at 7d. Ib. 

Mr. Belton said that the directors of the 
sweepstakes were not to blame if the money 
was not available for hospital extension. The 
Minister for Finance was holding up two or 
three million pounds of hospital money.

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BISHOP ON ITS 
IMPORTANCE 


SOUTHERN MISSION 
MEETING 


HE unity of North and South within 
the Church of Ireland was evident at 
the annual’ meeting, in the G Hall, 
Dublin, of the Southern Church Mission to 
Ballymacarrett, Belfast. The Primate of All- 
Ireland was prevented from attending by a 
severe cold, and the Bishop of Meath ithe 
Most Rev. Dr. Orrf acted as chairman. 
‘* We should emphasise the unity of Ireland 
the Church point of view,” said the 
op. “ We cannot speak about it too 
much of too strongly, because there is 
rere that terrible aní of North and 
South drifting apart. The North cannot do 
without the South, or South without the 
North—we are all one. Either without the 
other would become a mere provincial church, 
if a church at all. We are the church of 
the whole of Ireland, and, please God, we 
shall remain so, no matter what happens in 
the tical world, In this mission both 
and South are united ior the spreading 

of Christ's kingdom in this part of Belfast.”’ 
The Bishop referred to the beautiful little 
church of St. Martin, around which the work 
of the mission centred. He described the 
great district, with its “ almost sc gCsiaiÍ 
monotonous’’ long streets of red bric 
working-class houses. There was a bewilder- 
ing and tremendous task in Ballymacarrett. 
The mission was a focus for the spiritual 
efforts and enthusiasm of those of the 
Church’s people in the South, who were só 
widely scattered and isolated that they some- 

times inclined to lose heart. : 


MISLEADING IDEAS 


The new Bishop of Down, Connor and 
Dromore (the Most Rev. Dr. McNeice) said 
the problem of Ballymacarrett had arisen 
as a result of the rapid growth of Belfast. 
The population of that city was 174,000 in 
1870, and to-day was about 450,000. A 
similar problem to the Church’s had arisen 
in connection with hospital accommodation, 
which, until recently, had been far from 
adequate. He referred to criticisms of the 
Northern Church people “for not doing 
enough.” 

“There are all sorts of misleading ideas in 
ty, tay minds as to the nature and character 
of the people in North-East Ulster,” he con- 
tinued, ‘They are often thought of as a 
dour, reserved people, wanting in enthusiasm. 
It is the very opposite. They can be 
demonstrative, and they are very devoted and 
affectionate people. Between 1924 and 1934 
my diocese alone raised for purely ‘ forward’ 
work, such as the building of churches and 
parochial halls, over £77,000. That does not 
represent stinginess. I do not think it can 
be said of a city of the same size anywhere 
else, that practically every church in it is, 
as in Belfast, free and open. 

‘I think the Church’s greatest opportunity 
lies in North-East Ulster,” concluded the 
Bishop. ‘It is important that our witness 
should be borne everywhere. It is to the 
credit of Ballymacarrett that, so far, there 
has been no such thing as actual hostility. 
There is often. indifference, but never once 
has a door been closed in my face because I 
happened to be a clergyman. — That is a 
common thing in some of the great industrial 
centres in England, but, thanx God, Belfast 
is free from it.” 


WOMEN’S WORK 


Miss Studdert, a member of the Mission 
staff, gave an interesting account of the 
work of the Women’s Fellowship (which, she 
said, has superseded the ‘mothers’ meet- 
ing”) and the vp-to-date Kindergarten 
Sunday School. Speaking of the important 
work. of visiting, a said—' The only un- 
forgivable sin in Ballymacarrett is to be ‘in 
the street and go past the door.’ To be, as | 
am, ‘the Church girl’ ór ‘the women out of 
the church’ is sufficient to assure one of a 
welcome, ‘There is a very real spirit of love 
for the Church growing up in Ballymacarrett, 
and it is wonderfully encouraging. I believe 
a nucleus is now being formed which. will 
become in future a vigorous Church-life 
there.” 

The annual report of the Committee, 
which, with the other reports, was adopted 
with applause, stated—‘‘ There is cause for 
deep gratitude to God in the fact that a large 
district, which five years ago was almost 
derelict of Christian ministry, is now in full 
posséssion of the gifts of grace.” 

Referring to the resignation of Dr. Grierson 
from the Bishopric of wn, Connor and 
Dromore, the report said—‘‘ His wisdom and 
enthusiasm made it possible for the Southern 
Church Mission to be established in Bally- 
macarre*t °’ 

The report of the Southern Fellowship said 
there were now 108 enrolled members, ol 
whom three had joined during 1934. 


MISSION WORKERS | 


The Rev. A. A. Buchanan, head of the 
Mission, said that the result of the year's 
Confirmation meant a considerable addition to 
their loyal band of Mission workers. There 
were now 42 men and women on the staff of 
the Sunday Schools, who had in their charge 
450 children. The Youth Guild was stronger 
than ever before, and the Boys’ Brigade, the 
Guides, Brownies and Wolf Cubs were doing 
splendid work. The mid-week Services were 
well attended; at one there was double the 
ttendanse of the previous year. The choir 
ormed the brightest spot in the Mission. 

He éxpressed the keenest appreciation of 
the devated work of his colleagues, the Rev. 
W. C. Bourns and Miss Studdert. He said 
that unemployment of Ballymacarrett workers 
was not so severe as before, and the local 
finances were in a healthy state. The people s 
contributions to their free-will offering fund 
were higher than ever before,

wide reputation, but in admiration of his 
work in that branch of ‘his art one was 
inclined to lose :ight. of his work in other 
branches. ‘he compositions which comprised 
last night’s programme covered not alone sqio 
and part songs, but works for the piano and 
violin, and in all Maestro Viani showed high 
gifts of composition. 

The tea Romantic Suite for Piano, 
beautifully played by Miss Dinah Copeman, 
was laid out in the four movements, and the 
thematic development was well marked and 
sustained. Later Miss Copemah played with 
great fire the Finale D -nmatico from the 
composer's Sonata in A for pianoforte. ‘There 
was a rare charm about the Keverie for violin 
and piano, played by Signor Grossi and Miss 


Magrstro VIANI. 


Copeman. There was running throughout a 
lovely dreamy melody for the stringed instru- 
ment, with a warm background filled in by 
the piano. ‘here was just the suggestion that 
the violinist did not quite lose himself in the 
development of the concluding stages. Signor 
Grossi, however, handled with splendid 
mastery the more exacting work in the Sonata 
in A for violin and piano. ‘here was a fine 
sense of rhythm in the Allegro movements, 
and the extension of the theme was well 
worked out. 


NINE SONGS 


There were on the programme no less than 
nine of the composer's songs. Generally 
speaking, they are most exacting on the 
singer, and require not alone voices of full 
range, but of generous reserves of colour and 
high technique. It requires a big, warm 
voice like that of Miss Patricia Black to carrv 
Aquarelle, with its stirring pianoforte accom- 
panjment. . 

The Maestro’s arrangement of the Irish air, 
“Ned of the Hill,” was in a quieter mood 
and well sung by Miss Black. Two of the 
most interesting songs of the night were sung 
by the Maestro’s danghter, Miss Maria 
Viani.. She showed fine powers of interpre- 
tation in her singing of “ Stornello “—a lovely 
song, which carried off a special prize im 
Florence for the composer? “ Dawn ‘on the 
Mountains’’ was also attractive in its com 
position and singing. Mr. Patrick J. Duffy, 
notwithstanding a very sévere cold, sang with 
great play of expression a trio of interesting 
songs—‘‘ Autumn Song,” “Spring Song, 
and ‘‘ Hedge Flower.” Concluding the songs, 
Ma sstro Viani then sang himself ** Serenade ”’ 
and “ Yearning’’ in impassioned style, re- 
minding his audience that he has a fine tenor 
voice. . 

The concert concluded with the singing by 
the members of the Dublin Operatic Socety 
of two part songs—the first a madrigal, 
“Nova Angeletta,”’ and the other, “ The 
Song of the Four. Provinces,’ to the words 
of Dr. Crofton, which one remembers to have 
heard on its first production a couple of years 
ago. ,

PLAINTIFF GETS 
£1,250 DAMAGES

BELFAST, Tuesday. 


HE hearing concluded in the High Court, 
i Belfast, to-day, before the Lord Chief 
Justice and a special jury, of the 
action for libel brought by Alderman John 
W. Nixon, M.P., a former District Inspector 
of the Royal Ulster Constabulary, against 
Messrs. Methuen and Co., Ltd., publishers, 36 
Essex street, Strand, London, arising out of 
statements made in a book called '' Nomad.” 
published by the defendants, in regard to 
the McMahon murders in Belfast on 24th 
March, 1922. : 

Mr. Nixon alleged that the statements con- 
nected him with the murder of the McMahon 
family. 

The jury found for the 
awarded £1,250 damages. 

Mr. E. V. Rieu, managing director of the 
defendant company, said that the manuscript 
of the book was read by witness and Mr. 
Massey, secretary of the company, who had 
thirty years’ experience. It was also read 
by his assistant, who had about twelve years’ 
experience, and, as a special precaution, 

roofs were submitted to a legal writer and 
arrister, Mr. Vaughan Evans. 

Mr. B. J. Fox (for the defendants)—On 
receipt of the writ what steps did you take? 
—I at once withdrew it from circulation. 1 re- 
called the copies from bovksellers and every- 
where I could find them. 


ADDRESS FOR DEFENCE 


Addressing the jury for the defendants, 
Mr. Fox said that the words complained of 
did not bear the meaning placed on them by 
the plaintiff. If the jury accepted the inter- 
pretation of the Attorney-General, the next 

uestion was did they apply to the plaintiff. 

e defendants said that they did not. It 
was very easy for the friends of the plaintiff 
to come up and say that they knew that it 
meant the plaintiff. No person would be 
safe in those circumstances. 

Even in the paragraph. about a search 
there was no reference to police. The: words 
were “ under pretext of a search.” When 
the plaintiff was gathering clues he had to 
take portion of another paragraph to en- 
deavour to prove that he was meant. The 
atrocity was not committed in the district 
in which Mr. Nixon was stationed, and he 
submitted that that was important on the 
point of identification. 

If they came tq a conclusion against the 
defendants he submitted that there were 
many important factors to influence them 
in coming to the conclusion that the case 
was not one of substantial damages, but 
one for what he suggested should be mode- 
rate damages. 


“AN I.R.A. MAN” 


The publishers’ point of view was: “‘ Here 
is an unusual book written by ,n unusual 
type of person, an I.R.A. man.” Only one- 
fifth, roughly, was devoted to Ireland. The 
author was also a gum-runner, a rum-runner 
and an Antarctic explorer. Mr, Rieu re- 
garded the book as a personal life story of a 
very remarkable man. Th book showed the 
Sinn Fein mentality in a way that he thought 
fair-minded people would be interested in and 
receive at its face value. Mr. Rieu, he 
submilted, whether right or wrong in pub- 
lishing the book had no evil intent and he 
had given an honest explanation. No one 
suggested that the publishers identified them- 
selves with the views in that book. 

Mr. E. 8. Murphy, K.C., closing for the 
plaintiff, said it was evident that the writer 
of the book wanted to convey to the reading 
public that this was a massacre carried out 
under the orders or with the sanction of 
those occupying importcnt positions. They 
had produced five witnesses, and not one was 
asked: *‘ Why did you connect Mr. Nixon 
with the murder?” The plaintiff's counsel 
were only entitled to ask: ' When you read 
the passage to whom did you think it re- 
ferred?” 

“it does not matter one row of pins,” 
said Mr. Murphy, ‘“‘io whom the publishers 
wished to refer, nor do I suggest that the 
defendants were consciously referring to 
Alderman Nixon, but the defendanis have 
published this book admittedly for the pur- 
pose of gain, and in publication of the book 
they have libelled a living person, and, there- 
fore, they are bound to pay damages, whether 
they intended to refer io living persons or 
uot.’ 


LORD CHIEF JUSTICE 


The Lord Chief Justice (Sir William Moore, 

Bart.), in charging the jury, asked them not 
to be influenced by the fact that the plaintiff 
was a public man in Belfast. The defendants 
were a reputable firm of ‘publishers in Lon- 
don, and he would very much like to feel 
that they would get the same fair trial as 
they would in the London Court. 
_ The first En he would leave to the 
jury was: Were the words complained of 
libel? Did the words in the alleged libel 
convey to the jury a charge of murdey or of 
being accessory to a murder’? 

The next question was: Did the words 
refer to the “rgetanels The plaintiff said : 
“1 am the only person to which it can refer, 
1 am the only person whom the cap fits.” The 
plaintiff was entitled to say that. 

Personally, if he could offer his advice to 
the ury, he thought that all the facts went 
to. the conclusion that the only person that 
the words were proven to be applicable to 
was the plaintiff. Therefore, he thought that 
the jury would have very little trouble over 


plaintiff, and 


‘the question. 


‘Relerring to the question of damages, his 
lordship said that the action was brought by 
the plaintiff to clear his character from an 
imputation of the most serious crime. He 
could not clear his character unless he was 
given substantial damages. If the jury gave 
a man faced with a charge like that a six- 
win or a £5 note only they were really 

olding him up to contempt. The present 
case was not, however, a case for penal or 
exemplary damages against Messrs. Methuen. 

On the question of what were excessive 
damages, his lordship said it had been held 
in England. that £25,000 was substantial 
damages, and by a coincidence that was the 
amount claimed in the writ, 

In reply to an objection by Mr Warnock 
to the charge, 

The Lord Chief Justice recalled the jury 
and told them to leave the guestion of exces- 
sive damages as mentioned by him out of the 
matter. 

The jury found for plaintiff and assessed 
damages at £1,250.

DUBLIN HOUSING 
INQUIRY 


EVIDENCE OF THE 
OBJECTORS

The Local Government “inquiry, opened on 
Monday by Mr. Seamus O Murcnada, inspec- 
tor under the Housing Act, 1962, mto-the pro- 
priety of confirming & cofmpulsory purchase 
order made by the Dublin Board of Health, 
was continued yesterday at the offices of the 
Dublin County Council, 11 Parnell’ square, 
Dublin. 

Patrick Moran, an objector, said that he 
knew the Rathdown area well, and there 
were few labourers there. They were mostly 
engaged in other business. 

Phe Inspector—You mean “agri¢ultural 
labourers, but that term is a very wide defini- 
tion. Any man working in a rural area for 
hire is entitled to be regarded as an agri- 
cultural labourer—even postmen come under 
the heading. E 

Mr. Byrue, Dundrum, in whose case it was 
sought to be taken compulsorily 12 acres out 
of a 20O-acre area, said that the Land Com- 
mission annuity on the land: was &5 arf acre, 
and the land was let at £5 am acre: 

Mr. Early, Law Agent to the Board oí 
Health—Then you have no profit out of 
these lands! 3 

Witness—At the present time we pay half 
annuities, and the yard is let, 

Mr. Early—Then you are making £2 10s. 
an acre! 

The Witness—It is rated very high. He 
added that he was willing to offer another 
site at Churchtown. 

In respect to the property oí Miss Darley 
and M:s. Gibbon, The Grange, Stillorgan, 


Co. Dublin, Mr. Judd, of Messrs: Battersby | 


and Co., ‘gave evidence in: support of an 
objection to portion of the land being com- 
pulsorily acquired. The witness said that 
the erection of the cottages would depreciate 
the value of the mansion on the land to the 
extent of £1,000. He said that the pro- 
perty was surrounded by a.demesne wall, 


A DEMESNE 


Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
Fred, Sutton and Co., solicitors) submitted 
that the wall was a demesne wall because the 
wall surrounded a demesne. The land had 
never been undemesned. Apart from that 
consideration, he submitted that sfxteen cot- 
tages should not be built on it. It was not 
fair to build these houses within 150 yards of 
the front door of the mansion, which was at 
present occipied by Canon Lewis-Crosby, 
who held that the place would become un- 
penn it these Jabourers’ cottages. were 
uilt. 

Mr. Willingtqm Molony, of Messrs. James 
Adam and Son, also gave evidence in sup- 
port of the objection. 

Dr. Mrs. Clarke, dispensary medical officer 
for Rathcoole, Co. Dublin, said that there 
was a need for houses in her district. Some 
of the cottages were in a very bad condition. 
The conditions were fairly good. 

Dr. Andrew Ryan, dispensary medical 
officer for the Clondalkin area, said there 
were a large number of condemned houses 
in the area. There was a lot of overcrowd- 
ing—a tremendous lot of it. 

r. Harbison, M.O.H., said that out of 
4) houses unfit for habitation 25 were over- 
crowded. 

Dr. Joseph Devlin, medical dispensary 
officer for Stillorgan and Blackrock, No. 2 
area, said that the conditions there were 
very bad. Many dwellings were ‘nsanifary, 
unlighted, unventilated and overcrowded. In 
Newtown Park the conditions were appalling. 
At least 100 new cottages were ss we for 
labourers. Six had been provided for in the 
whole area. In one area ten houses had 1.0 
sanitary convenience whatever and were ovér- 
crowded, and the inhabitants were affected 
by disease. The witness mentioned that in 
another ease stables» were occupied) as 
dwellings. In one of these stables there lived 
a labourer, Wis wife and six children. The 
dwelling consisted of a kitchen and a loft 
divided in two. Nine people lived there, in- 
cluding a lodger, who. said that he paid 18s. 
a week for one of the rooms. In Barrack 
lane there were 40 persons with only one 
water closet. The dwellings were in a very 
dangerous state and likely to collapse. 


RENT OF GATE-LODGES 


Dr. Harbison, M.O.H., said that they had 
cases of condemned houses being evacuated 


and other people breaking into them during | 


the night. 

Dr: Devlin also mentioned the bad con: 
dition of many gate-lodges. In many of 
these places lodgers were taken in and rents 
were charged which labourers could not 
afford. The rent of one gate-lodge was 15s. 
now. It had only been a: shilling -before 


the war. 

Dr. FE. P. McMaana Terenure, said that 
in the County Council portion of his district 
there were houses which were rejected 20 
years ago as unfit for humah habitation, but 
they were still there No cottages had been 
built in the district in the last ten years. 
The majority of the 50 houses were over- 
crowded, and in many there was no sanitary 
accommodation. 

Mr. Byrne, engineer, said that they were 
providing ten cottages. It was very difficult 
to get sites. 

Mr. Art O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Reddin and Reddin, solicitors) submitted the 
objection of Mr, John Murphy, from whom 
it was proposed to compulsorily purchase ten 
acres out of 52 acres for 25 cottages on land 
in the main road from Templeogue to Bless- 
ington. The taking over of this land would 
destroy a good residential district and inter- 
fere with town-planning. Ir choosing this 
site the Board, he said, was trying to avoid 
making roadways. 

Mrs. Murphy said that they had paid 
£4,400 for the property. Her husband had 
decided to provide building sites for houses 
to cost £1,050 each. 

At the end of lengthy examination, the 
Inspector said that Mrs. Murphy was a very 
able witness. 


COST OF ROAD 


Mr. Byrne, engineer, said that he had no 
objection to reducing the frontage, but it 
would mean increased expense to the Board. 
The cost of a road would be about £200 for 
25 cottages. 

Mr. Art O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Reddin and Reddin, solicitors), in making 
an objection on behalf of Mr. W. F. Dalton, 
said that it was really a case in which the 
Board had made a mistake. To take § acres 
they were going to land-lock 44 acres and 
torpedo a scheme to build good residential 
houses. 

Mr. Dalton said that there was a.site of 
40 acres near-by which the owner was will- 
ing to sell. He had no objection to 
labourers’ cottages. He proposed building 
villas near the existing cottages. He pre- 
ferred to keep the holding. He owned a 
licensed premises at Ballyboden. 

Mr. Frank Gibney, architect, said that 
from what he had heard at the inquiry people 
seemed to regard labourers’ cottages a8 some- 
thing to be avoided. He did not think that 
fair. What was feared was that for their 
better classes of houses they would get no 
better class of tenants than they got for the 
labourers’ cottages. 

The Inspector complimented Mr. Gibney 
on his evidence and his attitude as an 
architect. 

The inquiry concluded with a vote of 
thanks to the Inspector.

LTHOUGH M. Corbin, the French 

Ambassador, has paid two visits to 

Sir John Simon during the past two days, 

it is understood that so far only the fringe 

of the situation following Beérlin’s reply 

to the Franco-British communiqué has 
been touched upon. 

M. Corbin during these visits, the first 
of which lasted only a quarter of an hour, 
made it clear, says Reuter’s Diplomatic 
Correspondent, that France would not see 
any objection to the British Foreign Secre- 
tary going to Berlin at a later date if 
such a course seemed desirable in British 
eyes after a full exchange of views between 
the British and French. 

At the same time this must not be taken 
as implying that any such decision has 
yet been reached. 

There was a meeting of the French 
Cabinet yesterday morning, and to-day the 
British Cabinet will deliberate on the 
German reply, after which a considerable 
further exchange of views and consultation 
between the British and French is likely 
to take place, 

In the meantime it is believed that 
British and French statesmen, while 
agreeing that the question of the air pact 
might form a subject fcc immediate dis- 
cussion, are equally agree. that the pact 
could not actually be co~cluded separately 
from the other items of the joint 
communique, 

At the meeting to-day the Cabinet will 
receive the Foreign Secretary’s observa- 
tions on Germany’s reply.

The actual day on which the courts- 
martial will be held and the constitution 
of the courts have not yet been decided. 
The officers concerned are Rear-Admiral 
S. R. Bailey (Commanding the Battle 
Cruiser Squadron), Captain FE. T. B. 
Tower (H.M.S. Hood) and Captain H. R. 
Sawbridge (H.M.S. Renown). 


FIRST SINCE THE WAR 


The courts-martial will sit in public, 
and it was stated at the Admiralty yester- 
day that they are being held in accordance 
with the normal practice in such cases, 

A court of inquiry has already been 
held. 

Rear-Admiral Bailey will be the first 
Admiral to come before a courtmartia! 
since the war. Only four Admirals have 
been tried by courtmartial since 1856, and 
they were all acquitted. 

Rear-Admiral 8. R. Bailey was Chief of 
Staff, Mediterranean Fleet, 1931-32. He is 
52. and a son of the late Sir James Bailey. 

He joined H.M.S. Britannia in 1896, and 
served in Seymour's Expedition for the 
relief of Pekin in 1900. He was Naval 
Attaché at Washington, 1921-22, com- 
manded Renown 1927-29, promoted Rear- 
Admiral 1931, and Assistant Chief of Naval 
Staff 1933-34. 


THE TWO CAPTAINS 


Captain H. R. Sawbridge was appointed 
to Renown in January, 1954. He was 
torpedo officer Ts the war on the battle- 
ship Emperor of India in the Grand Fleet, 
and commanded the Anti-submarine School 
at Portland before his promotion in June, 
1924. Since then he has commanded three 
ships—the Champion, Gunnery. Firing 
Cruiser, 1926-27; the Comus, Second 
Cruiser Squadron, 1928-29, and the Sussex, 
First Cruiser Squadron, Mediterranean, 
1930-31. : 

Captain E. T, B. Tower, who is 49, was 
appointed to Hood in May, 1933. He 
gained early promotion as lieutenant in 
1906 by taking “ firsts’’ in all subjects, 
and during the war was successively 
gunnery officer and commander in the 
battleship Barhan. He served for two years 
as Director of Naval Ordnance. 

Renown is due to arrive at Portsmouth 
on Friday.

NE man was killed outright and tree 
others injured seriously when, at 
Timoleague Railway Station to-day, a 
cement wall, weighing twenty tons, fell 
and buried them beneath it. 

Denis Cullinane (52), married, with a 
wife and two children, of Mounteen, 
Ballinasearthy, a linesman, employed for 
over twenty-five years past on the Ballinas- 
earthy and Courtmacsherry Railway, was 
killed. 

John Donovan (56), of Inchy Bridge, 
Timoleague, ganger on the railway line, 
received leg injuries. 

Denis- Mahony (58), of Mounteen, 
Ballinascarthy, sustained leg injuries. 

Jerry Cullinane, of Skeaf, injuries to 
the chest and body, 

All three were removed to Clonakilty 
Hospital, while the dead man’s body lies 
at Timoleague Railway Station pending 
an inquest. 

The accident occurred about 10.50 a.m. 
to-day. 

The four men were engaged excavating 
earth behind the cement wall, which acts 
as a facing for the earthen embankment 
at the goods loading bench on the railway 
station. 

They had dug a deep trench between the 
wall and the embankment, and all four 
were shovelling out the earth when the 
wall collapsed on them, pinning the men 
beneath. Help was immediately summoned. 
and, in company with Sergeant James 
Grehan and Guards M. Dunpahy. Ginnetty, 
and Moynihan, and Detective MeCannon. 
the injured men were extricated and rushed 
to hospital. 

Later inquiries at Clonakilty Hospital 
revealed that Jerry Cullinane, who is 
suffering from body injuries, is in a very 
critical condition. 

At the inquest on the body of Cullinane 
a verdict of death in accordance with the 
medical evidence was returned, the injuries 
caused being due to portion of a wall 
accidentally falling in on decedsed man 
while at work.

£1,537,000 FOR NEW 
‘PLANES

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


The largest expenditure on the United 
States Army in fifteen years, and the con- 
struction of 547 new military aeroplanes, 
is provided for by various 8 E, 
estimates approved by the House Appro- 
priations Committee to-day. 

The total sum allocated for the Army 
during the fiscal year ending June 30th, 
-1936, is “51813148 (approximately 
£63,626,300). The increase on the figure 
for 1935 is $48,815,548 (£9,763,100). 

The Committee stated that it was willing 
to provide additional funds for the Army 
should President Roosevelt take advantage 
of his authority and increase the Army's 
strength from 118,750 to 165,000 men. 

The expenditure approved for the Air 
Corps is $45,600,444 (£9,120,900), com- 
pared with $26,576,490 (£5,235,300) for 
this year. 

The Army contracts for 547 new aero- 
planes approved by the Committee is at an 
estimated cost of 87,686,753 (£1,537,330). 
The number of available 'planes will thus 


be raised to 1,445.

despatch of Notes and their replies. 

It is essential to look at the matter in 
the light in which it is seen from Ger- 
many. There have, in fact, been important 
meetings in Rome, in Paris, and in 
London, at which Germany has not been 
present, and she is, of course, in these 
davs alwavs absent from meetings held in 
Ceneva. The result of these conferences 
has been that relations between France 
and Italy have become closer than at any 
time since the War, and those between 
France and Great Britain have never 
been more cordial. France and Russia 
have also been steadily drawing 
together, and thus Germans get the 
impression that. while other countries 
are continually foregathering and 
becoming better friends, Germany alone 
remains isolated. There is the obvious 
explanation that nothing has contributed 
so much to that isolation as the German 
withdrawal from Geneva and the per- 
sistent Chauvinist propaganda which 
marked the early days of the Hitler 
régime. But it is also true that there 
have lately been quite definite approaches 
by the Fuhrer himself to the other Powers, 
and the management of the Saar question 
gave him an opportunity, of which he 
availed himself, of collaborating with the 
Governments of other countries, and par- 
ticularly of France. 

Germany is ready at once to negotiate 
the proposed Air Convention, and it is 
certain that its conclusion, even alone, 
would have an enormous stabilising value, 
proceeds The Times.

EGISLATION to safeguard tne United 
States Government’s position arising 
out of the gold clause decision may be 
introduced after all, according to the 
Attorney-General, Mr. Cummings. He 
stated yesterday that, while legislation 
was not regarded as “ imperative,’’ it may 
be proposed, “just to ring down the 
curtain.” 

Everywhere a sigh of relief has gone up 
that the gold clause rulings leava the posi- 
tion, so far as can be seen at present, 
unaltered. Only in the United States is 
the possibility raised that the last has not 
heen heard of this thorny problem, says 
Reuter. 

One such doubter is Prof.ssor Cyril 
James of the Wharton School, .’ennsyl- 
vania University, who is quoted as saying

Private holders. he contends, might take 
advantage of such a loop-hole to consign 
their holdings to a foreign Govertiment 
which might then take action.

WALL STREET OPINION

The tone ruling on Wall street at the 
opening yesterday moning was steady. 
While relieved at the ending of the gold 
clause suspense, the immediate outlook 1s 
somewhat uncertain. There is some dis- 
appointment that little more than half of 
Monday’s extreme gains were retained and 
business trends are now expected to receive 
closer attention. 

It is felt in Wall street that one of the 
creat obstacles to the international 
stabilisation of currency is now removed, 
though the prospects of an international 
monetary conference are still considered to 
be somewhat distant. 

Local foreign exchange circles believe 
that the New York market will be 
“neeced’’ considerably during the 
coming weeks, and, with normal gold 
points again operating in gold currencies, 
fluctuations in that market should auto- 
matically be limited to the normal 
changes. 


PARIS BROODING 


Financial circles in Paris are brooding 
over the possible effect on the “ gold 
bloc ” by the decision, and misgiving 18 
expressed as to the maintenance of the 
Belgian currency, It is stated that the 
decision wil] link more closely the British 
and American Governments to the prin- 
crple of a managed currency and will con- 
solidate the sterling bloc which may in 
time attract more currencies. 

A conversion operation for 1,870,C.v,000 
dollars (£374,000,000) of the Fourth 
Liberty Bonds is included in the United 
States Government’s mid-March financing 
programme which the Treasury has signi- 
fied its intention of proceeding with on the 
lines dadlready indicated following the 
Supreme Court’s ruling on the gold 
clause. The Liberty Bonds in question 
will be called for redemption on April

A tale of terrible hardships in the 
marshland round Archangel, in Northern 
Russia, was told to-day when Golubev, the 
Soviet pilot, his mechanic and a passenger 
from the air liner which had been missing 
since February Ist were brought into Arch- 
ange}. 

Golubev, the mechanic and two 
passengers flew from Leshoukonsk to Arch- 
angel on February lst, but did not reach 
their destination. Eight ‘planes, many 
sleighs, and two hundred ski-ers searched 
the forest region for a fortnight, but in 
vain, 

It now appears that the pilot was flying 
through a dense fog and a heavy snow- 
storm, and was forced to land in an un- 
frozen marsh through a failure of the speed 
indicator. In -landing the propeller and 
back supports of the ’plane were broken. 

One passenger, Kousnetzov, apparently 
injured, remained in the "plane while the 
other three, on skis from the ‘plane, 
tramped the marshes for eighteen days,

HE following statement was issued last 

I evening by the Department oí Local 

Government, and Public Health :— 

Statements have recently been published 
in the Press that the Listowel Urban District 
Council have repudiated all loans raised by 
the previous Urban Council. In adv, .ing 
this course the present Council are rng 
on legal advice stated to have been ‘ecu 
by a body known as the Defence Committee 
to the effect that the late ouncil wis not 
validly constituted. The Minister is advised 
that this contention cannot be upheld, but it 
is of importance to note that even if the 
late Council had not been validly constitu‘ed 
liabilities incurred by them in the normal 
course could not be repudiated. 

The principal loans raised by the late 
Council were £9,700 for the purpose of im- 
roving the water supply and £34,000 for 
ousing. That Council regarded the provi- 
sion of a proper water supply as a most 
urgent matter in the affairs of the town. 


The preparation of plans for a new scheme | 


was entrusted by the Council to a consulting 
engineer mace engaged by them for the 
purpose, and when these were submitted to 
the Department of Local Government and 
Public Health a local public ir-uiry was 
held into the Council’s application for a loan 
for the carrying out of the werk. At the 
inquiry it was stated in evidence that re- 
peated complaints had been received both as 
regards the quantity and the quality of the 
water, which was chiefly obtained by pump- 
ing from a sump situated midway between 
the River Feale and a quarry-hole that was 
used as a dumping ground for the refuse 
of the town. The contract for pumping the 
water was stated to amount to £450 a year. 


NEW WATER SCHEME 


The consulting engineer advised the Council 
to provide a n= gravitation supply from 
sources at Lacca, which he stated in evidence 
at the inquiry would give an abundant supply 
at a good elevation. It was also stated by 
him that the springs had been gauged, and 
the results showed that the supply would be 
ample. The scheme was duly approved by 
the Department of Local Government and 
Public Health after consideration of the 
evidence tendered at the inquiry. The 
evidence before the Department clearly indi- 
cated that the supply on which the town of 
Listowel was dependent at the time of the 
inquiry was liable to pollution from the 
adjacent quarry-hole. 

There was some local opposition to the scheme 
promoted by the former Council, but no 
technical evidence was advanced at the inquiry 
against the recommendations of the con- 
sulting engineer. The opposition to the 
scheme continued after approval was given 
and the former Council deemed it advisable 
before considering tenders for the work to 
hold a spécial meeting on the 26th August, 
1929, to which the Chairman invited twenty 
of the largest ratepayers in. the town, Only 
two attended the meeting. The whole matter 
was again discussed with the Council’s Con- 
sulting Engineer, who reported to that meet- 
ing that since his original report he had the 
opportunity of gauging the supply available 

‘ Lacea West during an exceptionally dry 
season, and even the lowest of the gaugings 
gave an available supply more than adequate 
for the town. 


SUPPLY INADEQUATE 


The evidence as to the quantity of water 
at the source of supply has now been shown 
to have been inaccurate, as the scheme has 
failed to give an adequate supply during 
periods of drought. It is no part of the duty 
or functions of the Department of Local Go- 
vernment and Public Health to make surveys 
and take gaugings in connection with the 
pomotion of water schemes. This rests with 
the local authority and their engineer. The 
Department cannot accept responsibility for 
any defects in a scheme that arise from 
incomplete surveys and gaugings made on 
behalf of the locai authority. 

Steps were taken Ly ihe late Council to 
remedy the defects in the scheme. A storage 
resorvoir was first proposed, but this was 
abandoned in favour of a scheme for a 
supplemental supply. The Consulting En- 
gineer employed on this scheme reported that 
he had made a very careful survey of the 
country surrounding Listowel, and found two 
very good streams which converged in the 
townland of Bunglasha that could be tapped 
and piped to meet the existing pipe line from 
Lacca. The supply from this source, the 
Engineer added to his report, is sufficient to 
guarantee a supply to the town of Listowel 
for twenty-four hours from year end to year 
end. 


GOVERNMENT GRANTS 


The Government allocated a very generous 
grant towards remedying the shortage of the 
supply in the existing scheme, but the pre- 
sent Council since taking office have refused 
to take any action in regard to the supple- 
twrental scheme proposed by the Consulting 
Engineer. : 

The housing scheme for which a loan of 
£24,000 was sanctioned was undertaken by 
tne former Council in response to the Govern- 
ment’s declared policy for the clearance of 
slum areas. Over 100 houses have been built 
for the re-housing of persons living in in- 
sapitary dwellings. The Government con- 
tribute annually 663 p.c. of the loan charges 
on slum clearance schemes, and the attitude 
adopted by the present Council in regard to 
monies borrowed by the former Council will 
result in housing operations in the urban 
district being seriously delayed.

* in the near future,” said Mr. Cormac 
Breathnach, T.D.,. at. the complimentary 
banquet. given in honour of their chairman 
for 1934 (Mr. Patrick J. Kelly) by the 
Licensed Grocers’ gnd Vintners’ Protection 
Association of Ireiand in Jury's Hotel, 
Dublin, last night. - 

The Chairman (Mr. P. J. Hedigan) at the 
outset thanked their friends outside ‘the 
licensed trade for attending. He remarked 
that as long as they were able to have around 
them so many prominent people on such an 
occasion they would not be devoid of friends 
for a calling which often was subject to 
attack. He was pleased especially to see the 
Northern and Southern capitals represented, 
and he felt that if there had been a little 
more give-and-take—a greater interchange of 
views at, for “instance, sports meetings or 
trade gatherings—-all their political differences 
long since would have disappeared 

Mr. ', G. Fallon, barrister-at-law. pro- 
posed the toast of “Our Native Land.” He 
said that there would have been no Irish Free 
State bnt for the licensed trade; for they had 
kept things going: when it was not so easy to 
keep things going. It was wrong that the 
greater part of the time of their Legislature 
was being used to “legislate ” that section 
of the community out of existence. That-was 
what had been done since the establishment 
of the Irish Free State. 

Mr, Liam Claney (chairman of the Cork 
Licensed Trade Association), supporting the 
toast, said that it was very regrettable that 
certain disadvantages and difficulties, which, 
as they thought, were not in the social or 
national interests, had been put in the way 
of the licensed trade. Where the greatest 
freedom was allowed there was the greatest 
amount: of sobriety and social sanity to be 
found. eir grievance did not lie -in/the 
existing depression, and he believed that it 
was utfair to be crushing the ‘rade out of 
existence with restrictive legislation, 


THE BANKS 


Responding to the 
Breathnach, T.D., said that the present 
generation had lived through the most 
intensive period of Irish history, and many of 
the members of the Association had he'ned 
in the struggle for independence. ‘I'hey were 
passing through a period of depression in this 
country, and every section of the community 
had to do its bit. He doubted whether any 
Government entirely could cure unemploy- 
ment, except they adopted the Soviet system, 
and they did not want to do that. 

The banks of this country were not doing 
their duty They had deposits of Irish money 
amounting to 160 millions sterling. ‘Yould it 
be top much to ask them to give one-tenth 
of that sum at a point or two below the 
interest charged by them t> the farmers and 
others, who would provide employment? i 
the banks did not change their policy there 
would be a revolution in banking in the near 
future. ‘The money which they held should 
be released for the good of the country. 

The Lord Mayor paid a tribute to Mr. Kelly 
and to Mr Hedigan, the present Chairman of 
the Association. He said that he hoped that 
the iicensed .trade would share in the 
prosperity, which they all awaited, and that 
the liquor duties would be lowered. 

Mr. P. Conway proposed the toast of ' Our 
Guest.” He said that Mr. Keily’s devotion 
to the work of Chairman of t'> Association 
set a headline that would be difiicult to 
follow. Jf it had been impossible to secure 
any substantial concessions for their trade, 
such as relief in taxatien, it could be stated 
that it. was not the fault of their Chairman 
for last year. 

Mr. J. 1. Ryan and Mr. James Gill sup- 
ported. The latter said that the duty on 
whiskey was five times the total cost of the 
article. He was anxious to know when the 
rulers of the country would realise that their 
hesitancy in removing the present restrictions 
on the trade was a national crime. 

Mr. William Wilson (Belfast), who also 
responded, said that they were not ashamed 
of their trade, which had as worthy citizens 
as any other section of the community.

Dealing with the Border, he said that there 
were signs that the people of ireland would 
not accept a Solomon's judgment as the final 
settlement of the division problem.

EPLYING to the toast, “ Prosperity to 
R Ireland,”” which was Ae last 
i 


, ni at the annual dinner of the 
Master ‘Builders’ Association in the Royal 
Hibernian Hotel, Dublin, by the President of 
the Association, Mr. Harold VY. Mellon, who 
presided, 

Mr. T. Derrig, Minister for Education, said 
that, while they were not yet in sight of a 
solution of the problem of providing proper 
housing accommodation, they had reason to 
congratulate themselves on the progress that 
had been made. He hoped that further efforts 
towards coping with that most urgent need 
of the time would be made, particularly in 
the City of Dublin, until the slum problem 
was effectively and finally dealt with. 


SCHOOL-BUILDING 


Having spoken of what had been done in 
regard to the modernising of hospital! accom- 
modation in. the Free State, the Minister ob- 
served that the problem of school building, 
which had been engaging his attention for a 
considerable time, was particularly urgent, 
and that in order to tackle it successfully 
they would require the co-operation of the 
managers and—in the city at. any rate—of 
the Dublin ‘Corporation in the provision of 
suitabl+ sites for schools. 

In regard to the work. that had been done 
in school building, the Minister said that in 
the five years ended on the 31st, March, 1927, 
the Department of Education had sanctioned 
grants amounting to £300.000, which included 
the provision of 83 new schools. In the five 
years ended on the 3lst March. 1952, that 
sum was nearly doubled, £534,000 being 
sanctioned, and this resulted im the building 
of 143 new schools and the extension or im- 
provement of 1,100 others. : 

In the past three years the Department had 
sanctioned an average of £140,000 a year in 
grants for primary schools, He was glad to 
say that the Board of Works realised the 
urgeticy of the matter, and in the coming 
year they expected to spend about £200, 
from State sources on the provision of school 
accommodation. With local contributions 
this figure would be brought up to £280,000, 
of which, it was expected, £120,000 would be 
spent in Dublin. They hoped to continue this 
programme until the problem was solved, or 
at least until the considerable arrears in 
school-building were disposed of. 

In the design and planning of school build- 
ings he feared that this country was very 
much behind the times. The importance of 
this matter would readily be appreciated when 
it was remembered that a great part of the 
wakeful hours of the children was spent in 
the schools. Environment exercised a power- 
ful influence, and the effect on the children 
would be very good when they found them- 
selves in bright and attractive surroundings, 
laid oul in the most modern manner, 


ASSEMBLY HALLS 


Another matter that was engaging the 
attention of the Department of Education was 
the provision of assembly halls in connection 
with the larger schools. Such halls now were 
being provided for schools in other countries, 
and were very useful for lectures, dramatic 
entertainments, and as gymnasia. They were 
also anxious to have corridors in their schools, 
giving access from room to room, and an extra 
room which could be devoted to the special 
training of uildren who showed an. aptitude 
for the arts and crafts. They were anxious 
that in future all their schools should be one- 


storey buildings if possible. 


He would like to see the master builders 
make the best possible use of the facilities 
rovided for technical education by the 
State. If they took an interest im the work , 
of the vocational schools, they would find that’ 
any spggestion, for» improvement that, they 
advanced would be welcomed. os ie 


BUILDERS AND ARCHITECTS

COMMEMORATION RECITAL 


A concert in commemoration of the 250th 
anniyersary of the births of Bach and Handel 
was held in St. Bartholomew's Church, Clyde 
road, Dublin, last night, when Mr, F. C. J.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 
T's House of Commons to-day began the 


Committee stage of the joven nent uí 
India Bull. 

On Clause ó, which deals with the powers 
and duties of the Governor-General of India 
and His Majesty’s representatives in relation 
to Indian States, 

Sir Robert Horne (Conservative) moved an 
amendment making the appointment of these 
officials subject to consultation with a Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council, to be | ‘own as 
the India Advisory Committee. They had, 
he said, embarked upon the most colossal ex- 
periment known in history, and if it broke 
down they would be responsible for. ane of 
the greatest catastrophes'the world had seen, 

Sir Samuel Hoare (Secretary for India) said 
that he had every sympathy with the object 
that Sir Robert Horne had in view. His 
objection to the amendment was that it would 
bring the appointment of the Viceroy into 
public discussion. 


‘* THE REAL PURPOSE ” 


Mr. Morgan Jones (Labour) said that the 
real purpose behind this amendment was to 
avoid what might happen under a Labour 
Government. 

Lord Wolmer (Conservative), supporting the 
amendment, urged the Secrétary for India to 
consider, not the dignity of politicians in 
the House of Commons, but how the Indian 
people would look at the matter, and the 
position of the Viceroy himself. The whole 
question of the appomtment of a Viceroy 
should be above party politics. 

Mr. Isaac Foot (Liberal) characterised the 
amendment as a dangerous One, arid said the 
Liberals, if it came to a division, would 
support the Government. 

The amendment was withdrawn. : 

Lord Wolmer moved an amendment to pro- 
vide that the person appointed to fill the 
office of Governor-General or Governor should 
hold that office for the period specified in the 
Commission under the Royal Sign Manual, 
by which he was appointed, subject to a 
power of removal by His Majesty on an 
address presented by both Houses of Parlia- 
ment, 

Sir Samuel Hoare said that he was as 
anxious as. the noble lord to protect the 
Viceroy from partisan attacks, but, un: 
fortunately, the position was not quite so 
simple as Lord Wolmer imagined, and the 
ms of the judges did not really apply. 

Mr. Churchiji said that the amendment 
had its advantages and disadvantages. Any- 
one could see the defects. The proposal 
trespassed, or seemed to trespass, upon the 
sprees our of the Government of the day 
and upen the óga! of the House. The 
Viceroy a dismissal should be effected in the 
broad light of day by the formal act of Par- 
liament, and should not rest, with the Execu- 
tive.

Speaking of returned missionaries, the 
Bishop said that when tlie missionary re- 
turned he found no home in the home Church.

There was 
no excuse for that failure of the Church, and 
if it were certain that missionaries would not 
be treated like step-children on their return 
there would be more volunteers for the work. 

The annual report (the 45th) stated that 
there had been great strain on the Mission 
during the year through the illness of 
members and serious financial difficulties. The 
college and the hospital have suffered in an 
earthquake in January. Despite the fact 
that the receipts had increased by £340, and

TIN AND PEPPER 


QUESTION OF RECENT 
SPECULATION

Mr. David Grenfell (Labour), in the House 
of Commons yesterday, asked the President 
of the Board of ‘rade whether he was aware 
that large numbers of shares in James and 
Shakespeare were held by nominee companies

THE TIN MARKET 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister (Colonial Secre- 
tary), replying to Mr. David Grenfell, said 
that the Government had watched dev elop- 
ments in the tin market, and did not con- 
sider that any action on their part was 
called for. One of the advantages of. a 
complete and elastic scheme, such as the tin 
regulation scheme, was that it largely elimi- 
nated the opportunity for, and risk of, 
speculation by providing means of adjusting 
supply and demand, and securing that the 
fullest information regarding stocks and 
shares should be available to the public. In 
fact, the price of tin had remained remark- 
ably stable for many months, with the re- 
sult that spectilation, he understood, had 
greatly diminished. In addition, there was 
a buffer pool under the control of the par- 
ticipating Governments which could be used 
as a further safeguard against serious 
fluctuations in price. It would be re- 
collected that the World Economic Con- 
ference reviewed the operations of tin 
schemes, and expressed their. full approval 
of the scheme. 


JOINT STOCK BANKS 

Mr. Wilmot asked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer whether he proposed to take any 
action to prevent joint stock banks from be- 
coming involved in transactions similar to the 
recent pepper pool operations. 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that he thought 
Mr. Wilmot was under # misapprehension. 
“Tt is entirely contrary to the banking prae- 
tice of this country,” he added, “‘ for a joint- 
stock bank to speculate in commodities, and 
[ have no reason to assume that any of the 
banks did so on this occasion.’ 

In reply to further questions, Mr. Chamber- 
lain suggested. that it would be better to 
await the result of the present inquiry before 
deciding whether it was necessary te any- 
thing further to be done.

QUESTION OF MAKING 
REPRESENTATIONS

In the House of Commons, yesterday, Sir 
Murdoch McKenzie Wood asked the Secre- 
tary of State for Domimon Affairs whether 
he is aware that the Irish Free State, in tts 
Sea Fisheries Protection Act, 1933, claims as 
territorial waters of the Irish Free State that 


portion of the seas within which citizens 
of Saorstat Eireann have, by international 


| law, the exclusive right of fishing; whether 


the Britiash Government accepts the propos'- 
tion that mternational law gives Irish Free 
State citizens any fishing rights, to the ex- 
elusion of British subjects, or any other 
member of the British Commonwealth; and 
whether he has invited, or wil! invite, the 
Irish Free State Government to re- 
consider their attitude on this cuestion, in 
view of the injury to both British and Irish 
fishing interests ? 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—As I explained to the 
hon. member on 5th February, the view of 
the Government is that the control of fishing 
within the termtorial waters of the Irish Free 
State is a matter within the jurisdiction of 
the Irish Free State. This position was re- 
cognised in the British Commonwealth Mer- 
chant Shipping Agreement of 1931. Article 12 
of which provides that ‘‘ nothing in the pre- 
sent agreement shall be deemed to restrict 
the right of the Government of each part of 
the Commonwealth to regulate the sea 
fisheries of that. part."’ In the circumstances, 
[ am not aware of any ground on which I 
could usefully make representations to the 
lrish Free State Government in the sense sug- 
gested in the last part of the hon. member s 
question. 

Sir M. McKenzie Wood—Is he not aware 
that it is not a question of regulation, but 
the power to prevent a Scottish or English 
fisherman from fishing in a- proper manner 
within the three-mile limit, in view of the 
fact that subjects of the Irish Free State 
have access to our territorial waters? 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—Nothing would give me 
greater pleasure than to be able te make 
representation for English, Welsh or Scottish 
citizens of this country to the Irish Free 
State, but I am not going to make repre- 
sentation unless | am absolutely sure of my 
ground, and in this case I have grave doubts. 

Lieutenant-Commander Agnew (Conserva- 
tive}—Is his action in this matter dictated 
by a consideration of strict reciprocity? 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—No,; ‘by common-sense. 

Mr. Stewart-Henderson (National Liberal) 
—Will he consider entering into negotiations 
on the simple point whether the line of the 
three-mile limit is drawn accurately and 
reasonably or not, in view of the suggestion 
that it is unreasonably drawn on many parts 
of the coast’ 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—I would ask the 
honourable member to remember that in all 
these negotiations between ourselves and the 
Irish Free State J have never experienced 
any simple point. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Archibald Ramsay (Conservative)—Is 
it of any use talking about common-sense in 
regard to the Irish Free State, and would he 
cupaides it common-sense to deny their rights 
to fish in our territorial waters’? 

Mr. J. H. Thomas did not reply.

INDOOR GARDENING. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly 


Irish ‘Times, the Garden Correspondent 
says .— 
Alt though, as we write, we have still cold 


days and nights, the temperature of all 
glass structures, whether heated or other- 
wise, has become more buoyant, and the 
plants, in consequence, are happier- -look- 
ing than when subjected to so many 
changes of heat and cold, as has been 
the case the past few weeks. In many 
places visited by us recently the green- 
houses are very gay with MHyacinths, 
Narcissi, Lachenalias, Freesias, Primulas, 
Cyclamens, Callas, etc. The work of 
seed-sowing, propagating and starting 
Jants of tuberous growth, such as 
baoi, Salvia Patens, Dahlias, etc., 
will now occupy a good share of the 
gardener's attention, together with the 
constant care he is bound to exercise in 
the management of Vines, VDeaches, 
Tomatoes, etc., all calling for attention 
just now. To this list must be added a 
good deal of re-petting, such subjects as 
Zonals, Fuchsias, Ferns, Chrysanthemums 
and greenhouse plants generally requir- 
ing attention in this respect. Azaleas, 
wherever they ars grown, are now among 
the most beautiful flowering plants in 
the conservatory; and, speaking of these 
extremely beautiful flowering plants, we 
have often wondered what has become of 
the magnificent specimens which formerly 
graced our greenhouses and spring shows. 
Continue to propagate all classes of bed- 
ding plants, to which it may be necessary 
to increase stocks, and prepare for a 
general sowing of half-hardy annuals in 
boxes or seed-pans.
